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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
FOR THE YEAR 2002 


The year 2002 turned out to be a very challenging year for the town of Mont 
Vernon. One of the major challenges facing the town has been the rate of 
growth and the burden it places on the town’s infrastructure and subsequent 
tax rate. The town’s master plan had predicted a 2% annual increase in 
housing growth, however on average over the past three years we 
experienced a growth rate of 4%. Capital improvements for the town are 
projected and planned based upon expected growth rates and when the 
growth rate is accelerated we place additional pressure on existing town and 
school services. 


The Mont Vernon tax rate rose to $27.90, up $3.09 from the previous year’s 
rate of $24.81. Every 140,000 dollars the town spent in 2002, represented a 
dollar per thousand on your tax bill. Where does all this money go? Town 
spending, including the county tax, accounts for approximately 20 cents of 
each tax dollar collected with the remaining 80 cents going to fund the 
schools. 


The tax rate for the town is set based upon budgets that are approved during 
the annual town and school district meetings. If you want a say in what gets 
approved for the town and school budgets, it is important that you attend 
these meetings. It is interesting that more people attend the town meeting 
than attend the school district meeting considering that most of the monies, 
collected in taxes, are spent to support the town’s schools. 


There has been much controversy and concern expressed over a proposed 
ATV park to be located in the Purgatory Brook area of town. The concern 
stems from an existing state law that allows landowners to place their land 
into the state’s trail system. This state law, along with proposed changes 
currently in front of our state legislature, preempts local zoning. In other 
words, even though our zoning law does not allow for this type of land 
usage, the state can mandate that this type of usage be allowed. If this issue 
is of concern to you, you may want to contact your state legislator and make 
them aware of your views concerning this issue. 
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The Trustees of the Trust Fund approved funding for a new sign for outside 
the Town Hall and a replacement sign for outside the McCollom Building. 


In a small town like Mont Vernon, volunteer help with the various town 
activities is crucial to the town’s ability to function. Many residents 
volunteer their time to serve on the various boards (planning, conservation, 
zoning, etc) and committees (bicentennial, budget, etc) and without these 
folks our town could not function. There are many roles one can volunteer to 
perform and I want to take this opportunity to encourage everyone to 
participate in any area of interest.

$3,928, 183.00. Of this amount, 94% had been collected by December 31, 2002.” 


Current Use Change Taxes committed were $106,542.45. 99% have been 
collected. 


There are no 2002 Yield Taxes outstanding. Actual Yield Taxes committed to the 
Tax Collector by the Selectmen were $19,400.48. Through clerical error, 
$16,787.80 was entered as Yield Tax and later abated. The Yield Tax is 
assessed on cut timber. 


Public Service Co of New Hampshire is not required to pay the State Education 
Tax portion of their tax bill. A positive percent rather than a negative percent 
State Education Tax deduction was entered resulting in a large second-half tax 
bill for Public Service Co. The Selectmen abated $11,114.43 to correct the error. 


All property with unpaid year 2000 taxes will be subject to deeding to the Town 
as of April 25, 2003. 


Interest on unpaid liened taxes prior to 2002 is at 18% per annually. Interest on 
delinquent property taxes is 12% and on unpaid Current Use Tax, 18%.

MILFORD AREA COMMUNICATIONS CENTER 


In the wake of the devastating events that occurred in New York, Washington, 
D.C... and Pennsylvania on September 1], 2001, the. emergency communications 
dispatchers at MACC Base were inundated with a new variation in calls from the public. 
l'or the first time, citizens in the Souhegan Valley were alarmed by, and reacted to, the 
potential threat of terrorism. Public alarm translates directly into calls for help to the 
emergency communications center, and emergency dispatchers were the first point of 
conticl for people with the nationwide security network. 


‘The Center remained active throughout the year, maintaining a vigil over all the 
arcu emerpeney response agencics and their personnel for the six towns of Amherst, 
Greenville, Lyndeborough, Milford, Mont Vernon and Wilton. The Center personnel 
steadfastly remained available at all times as the public’s direct link to aJl emergency 
services and information. These services include emergency radio and telephone 
communications for ambulance, fire, police, public works and cmergeney management 
agencies within all six towns. 


Operating the Center ts a daunting challenge in itself, but maintuning a full staff 
has been difficult since the Center was first crcated almost two decades apo. This past 
year has been no exception, Having to fully staff the Center 24/7 with trained and 
qualified dispatchers, coupled with a relatively low pay scale and a six month to one year 
learning curve has traditionally taken a toll. This year, the Center’s Board of Governors 
recognized these conditions and arranged for a mid-year major supplemental increase in 
pay to help attract and keep good personnel. ‘This has moved the Center's salary base 
Into a compeulive range, 


The constant in-service traning of personnel is a daunting task. ‘The demands 
placed upon a dispatcher at the Center increase greatly cach year, and keeping all 
dispatchers trained and proficient in their broad and varied dutics 1s costly and time- 
consuming, As the calendar year came to a close, the Center's three new staff members, 
hired in late fall and who trained very quickly, were about to be added to the full time 
schedule. This makes the Center's full me staff complete. 


Antennac and transmitter upgrades have been made to a number of the Center's 
constellauion of sites, In addition, some of the arca fire departments have upgraded their 
cyquipment to access the Center's cross-band UIII band repeater system. ‘This has 
resulted in a great increase in clficiency in transmitting and receiving the arca fire units. 
Similar upgrades for other agencies are in the planning stages, as well as the addition of 
radio frequencies. These enhancements to the centralized dispatch system insures that all 
emergency agencies in all six towns will have uninterrupted and seamless emergency 
communications dispatching.

Thermal Imaging Camera 


The Department applied for a FEMA grant of $21,500 (Department 
has to match 10%) to purchase a thermal imaging camera. In August, 
Chief Pomeroy was informed the Department was awarded a $19,350 
grant. This grant would allow the Department to purchase a thermal 
imaging camera. 


In October, a gift from the estate of Ruth Hansom, a long-time resident 
of Mont Vernon left the Department Membership $84,000. The 
membership voted to spend $14,000, this money was used to match 
the 10% of the federal grant and to purchase a second thermal imaging 
camera. Mrs. Hansom generosity will never be forgotten. 


Thermal Imager Camera’s are now part of the Mont Vernon Fire A 
thermal imager camera does not take pictures; it helps firefighters see 
through the smoke in order to rescue those trapped by fire. Thermal 
imagers are one of the most important fire fighting tools to be 
developed in the past 30 years. Thermal imagers not only can ‘see’ 
through the smoke, but also can assist in searching for lost persons, 
and locate hidden fire. The device picks up the heat source and allows 
the firefighters to see the image of what is around them. 


Fire Prevention 


The Department continued its efforts to promote fire safety. Deputy Chief 
Jay Wilson, Captain Sean Mamone, Firefighter’s Rob Chamberlain and 
Julie Howard instructed Readiness to third grade on what to do in case of a 
fire, how to call for help, how to help others, showed films on fire safety, 
and demonstrated department equipment. Your home and its belongings 
can be replaced, you and your family cannot be. Working smoke detectors 
save lives.

State law requires a written permit for any outside burning when 
there is no snow cover on the ground. Incinerator permits are no 
longer being issued. To obtain a permit, call 673-1383 or contact 
Chief Kevin Pomeroy. Burning without a permit is a violation of 
state law, which can result in fines and the cost of extinguishing the 
fire. 


Fire Station Evaluation 


At last year’s town meeting, the town voted to have an evaluation of 
the fire station done. The recommendation is to replace the existing 
building over the next few years. The report indicates many safety 
and structural problems with the building. The report indicates that 
building has exceeded its life span (built in 1947) and should not be 
used for any other purpose. The report was delivered to the 
selectmen in December for their review.

Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division 
of Forests and Lands cooperate and coordinate to reduce the risk of wildland fires in New 
Hampshire. To help us assist you, contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department 
to find out if a permit is required before doing ALL outside burning. Fire permits are 
mandatory for all outside burning unless the ground where the burning is to be done (and 
surrounding areas) is completely covered with snow. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire 
permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors 
punishable by fines up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail, plus suppression cost. 


A new law effective January 1, 2003 prohibits residential trash burning (RSA 125-N).

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HIGHWAY REPORT 
2002 


WINTER MAINTENANCE: 

There were ten storms in 2001-2002 with 31 inches of snow for the 
season. along with two ice storms. We used approximately 186 tons of salt 
and approximately 1750 yards of sand. 


SUMMER MAINTENANCE: 

The department did all its spring cleanup of all town buildings and 
properties, along with road sweeping and cemetery cleanup. Most gravel 
roads were graded, raked and rolled four times throughout the spring and 
summer months. We also cleaned and tlushed several culverts in town along 
with replacing five of the culverts in different areas in town. We did 
roadside mowing and dead tree removal. We also had 200 feet of guard rail 
installed on Beech Hill Road at the fire pond. 

The department also had 4000 yards of 112 inches crushed gravel 
made this year with it being applied to several roads in town, including 
Upton Road, Mason Road, and sections of Brook Road and Purgatory Road. 


TOWN HALL ADA RAMP 
The department installed a concrete ramp in the rear of the building 
and also assisted in the renovation ot the new entrance to the office. 


PAVING REPORT 

This year we reclaimed several roads in town, including 425 feet of 
Conant Avenue, 425 feet of Grand Hill Road and 740 feet of Old Milford 
Road. These roads were ground, regraded and paved. Overlay projects were 
completed including 2700 feet on Kendall Hill Road, 2670 feet on Old 
Milford Road, 3050 feet on Old Amherst Road and 690 feet on Grand Hill 
Road. These roads were also shouldered after paving was done. 
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ROAD PAINTING 

The department also painted all crosswalks in town, along with stop 
lines and no parking areas. We had double yellow lines painted on several 
roads including Old Wilton Road, Tater Street, Kendall Hill Road. Brook 
Road and town sections of the Francestown Turnpike. 


TRANSFER STATION 

We had a pretty good year this year and made a few changes at the 
station including purchasing an office building trailer thanks to the Shed 
Committee Fund. We also moved the comingle dumpster and aluminum can 
dumpster.

4 Several minor requests were made of the Commission but were deemed in kind 
repairs not requiring Commission Approval. 


Historic District Approval is required when building permit is issued within the 
Historic district.

As in the past The Historic District Commission will strive to maintain the 
architectural integrity of the Mont Vernon Historic District while observing the rights 
of residents within the Historic District.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The Planning Board just completed what can only be described as its busiest 
year ever. Mont Vernon’s secret is out and our Town is now considered one 
of the “in” places. The problem faced by the Board is the very things that 
make Mont Vernon such a great place such as, a demographically mixed 
population, a rural atmosphere, its relatively small size, and the lack of 
significant commercial development. These are the very things, which are 
now threatened by our Town’s success. 


Your planning Board represents a pretty good cross section of your Town. 
Our members are unanimous in wanting to preserve Mont Vernon’s 
character. We are not always unanimous in how to achieve that goal, but we 
all share a common goal. The current push by developers is taking its toll on 
our Town’s resources, both human and financial. The upscale housing that 
is being built, while contributing to the tax base, still falls far short of the 
demands it places on our schools. More importantly, it does not address the 
needs of our older population or of the less affluent among us. Our town’s 
histonc demographics, that included a place for authors, artists, and 
craftsmen as well as those who spent their early years here, is now changing. 
The Board is currently addressing many of these issues and will continue to 
do so in the coming year. 


To address the problem of future infrastructure needs, our last Town meeting 
provided for a committee to explore Impact Fees. That Committee, 
appointed by the Moderator, completed its work and asked our Board to 
propose a zoning change to provide for impact fees on new development. If 
that zoning change is adopted by the Town, a schedule will be developed 
that will provide an impact fee on all new construction erected on lots of 
record created under subdivision. 
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Applications accepted by the Planning Board after October 22, 2002, the 
date of posting. The fees will be collected pnor to the issuance of 
occupancy permits and used to support capital improvements of the Town 
and School Districts necessitated by growth. Please support this change to 
our zoning when you vote March 11, 2003. 


As many of you are aware the Town’s zoning has long provided for Open 
Space Development. Almost all the larger developments in recent years 
have been done under the open space concept. The original intent of this 
section of our zoning was to cluster the lots, leaving at least thirty percent of 
the usable land as open space. The incentive for the developer was reduced 
costs through reduced frontages and setbacks. The concept has worked very 
well, but the Board has seen a recent trend by developers to try to comply 
with the letter of the law, rather than its spirit. As a result the Board has 
proposed increasing the open space percentage from 30% to 40% to insure 
that the intent ot the open space zoning 1s carried out in practice. 


There will be several Zoning items on the ballot, including one by petition. 
Please consider each change carefully and review the recommendation of 
our Board before voting. 


Finally we want to thank John Rizzi for his long service to our Board, as 
both a member and a former Chair of the Planning Board. John has declined 


reappointment; our Board will miss his thoughtful, measured insights and 
his expertise in the field of real estate.

PLANNING BOARD ACTIONS in 2002

near the intersection of Brook Road and Route 13. 

The Planning Board approved the plan of William and John Karr for a lot line adjustment and 
5-lot open space subdivision of Parcels 7-61-1 and 7-62 on Route 13 near Lamson and Pond 
Roads. The subdivision included a new private road, Marden Way. 

New officers elected were Gerald Griffin, Chair; John Walsh, Vice-chair, and Victoria Arico, 
Secretary. 

Approved the lot line change and 10-lot open space subdivision of the Hall & Hall Group, Inc. 
on Francestown Turnpike. The subdivision and road name is Crane's Crossing. 

At a special public meeting the Board heard Frank Mitchell, Land and Water Specialist for the 
University of New Hampshire Extension Service, give a presentation on the Natural 
Resources Inventory process. 

Approved the plan of Stephen and Kim Roberge for a 2-lot subdivision of Parcel 6-16 on 
Salisbury Road. 

Approved the plan of Daniel Pratt Family Homes for a 2-lot subdivision of Parcel 1-3 on Dow 
Road, the former Prescott Dow home parcel. 

Finalized the Salisbury Meadows 5-lot open space subdivision by Joseph Swiezynski. The 
subdivision included a new road, Wallace Road. 

Signed corrected Mylar — final approval Daniel Pratt Family Homes 2-lot subdivision of Parcel 
1-7 on Dow Road. 

Approved the 4-lot open space subdivision by K. Barry and Joanne M. Estey of Parcel 3-11 
on Beech Hill Road. The private drive is Greenwood Way. 

Planning Board voted to post Notice of Public Hearing for an Impact Fee Ordinance. 
Approved a 6-lot open space subdivision by Edward and Kim Dziadek of Parcel 4-36 on Old 
New Boston Road. Entrances are from Old New Boston Road and from Francestown 
Turnpike. 


A total of 36 new lots planned for residential housing were approved in 2002.

The Nashua Regional Planning Commission (NRPC) provides transportation, land use and 
environmental planning services and technical assistance to twelve Hillsborough County communities. 
NRPC stands ready to assist its member communities with any planning and transportation issues of 
concern. We at the NRPC are grateful for the participation of Mont Vernon’s NRPC Commissioners: 


Mike Fimbel and Vicky Arico. The following is a summary of our accomplishments on behalf of the Town 
in FY 2002: 


Transportation 


NRPC, as the designated Metropolitan Planning Organization (MPO) for the region is responsible 
for developing and maintaining the region's transportation planning program. This includes soliciting, 
prioritizing, and making recommendations on regional and local transportation projects that are funded 
through Federal or State sources. In addition, NRPC is responsible for developing the region’s portion of 


the State’s Transportation Improvement Program (TIP) and for conducting the required air quality 
analyses. 


e Continued to update and maintain the regional traffic model. The model forecasts growth in traffic 
throughout the region, and enables NRPC, NHDOT and consultants to evaluate the effects of 
proposed transportation projects. 


e Conducted automated traffic recorder counts at over 150 locations throughout the region during the 


course of the year. The Nashua Area Traffic Count Summary is published annually and distributed to 
the communities. 


e Surveyed all new roads in the region by community and collected information including width, number 
of lanes, miles of Class V roads, and other pertinent information. This information is used to 
determine local allocations for Block Grant funding and other available transportation funds. 


e Published “Access Management Guidelines”, a training tool for Planning Board members and local 
officials using examples from the region. 


e Advocated for and continued to be a key participant in the State’s efforts to extend commuter rail 
service to the region. Preliminary engineering on the project will be completed later this summer, 
after which the project will move into the final design phase. Since last year the project was awarded 
significant funds by the State and Federal government. 


e Began the process of updating the region’s “Bicycle and Pedestrian Plan,” which should be 
completed by June 2003. 


e Began the process of updating the region’s “Transit Plan,” which also should be completed by June 
2003. 


Land Use and Environmental Planning 


NRPC provides technical assistance on land use and environmental issues to planning staff, and 
to the Planning Board and Conservation Commission. 


e Completed the “Model Non-Residential Site Plan Regulations” and accompanying explanatory text for 
Planning Board members in the region. 


e Assisted the Planning Board with research relating to development “phasing.” 


e Provided technical assistance to the Town for its applications to the Land and Community Heritage 
Program (LCHIP). bat J a 


e Summarized available 2000 census data by community and published it on our web-site as the 
“NRPC Census 2000 Profile”. 


e Completed a final draft of the 2002 NRPC “Regional Plan.” The Plan is to be used to reinforce local 
planning goals and to provide guidance for NRPC in making policy decisions and developing its work 
programs and grant funding priorities. 


e Provided extensive technical assistance to local staff, planning board members and conservation 
commission members on all aspects of land use and environmental planning. 


e Hosted training for new planning board members on the elements of subdivision design and 
engineering review. 


e Tracked housing sales by community for each quarter of the year and summarized the results on our 
web-site. 


Geographic Information Systems (GIS) 


NRPC continues to maintain a diverse collection of GIS data including local roads, real property 
parcels, zoning, land use, and environmental conditions. This data was used in general mapping and 
analysis for local and regional projects. 

e Updated Mont Vernon's parcel mapping to reflect new subdivision activity. 
e Developed a set of 11x17” tax maps for the Town including newly digitized subdivisions. 


e Completed trail location and parcel mapping for the Purgatory Brook area for use establishing a trail 
and securing landowner permissions. 


e Updated the Statewide conservation lands database to capture new or missing conservation areas 
since 2000. 


e Completed process of mapping agricultural lands in the region in the 1970s and in the present for the 
purpose of demonstrating loss of, or changes, in this resource. 


e Incorporated new aerial photography into the GIS system. 
e Maintained the NRPC point database for major employers. 
e Incorporated Census 2000 data into the GIS system. 


e Mapped quarterly real estate transactions for the years 2000-2001 in order to monitor residential 
sales trends. 


e Addressed numerous general mapping and information requests from Town officials and the public. 


e Tracked and mapped the location of local licensed child care facilities.

The Conservation Commission would like to thank the voters of Mont 
Vernon for their enthusiastic support of The Conservation Fund. The 
following is an outline of our activities and initiatives in 2002. 


Conservation Fund Management 

We are investigating the possibility of incorporating the Conservation Fund 
into a local bonding mechanism for the purchase of Open Space. In 
addition, there is also the prospect of leveraging those dollars with private 
and/or state agencies for permanent protection of Conservation Land. 
Particular areas of interest include agricultural and watershed land 
connecting to Piscataquog regions and to the Milford trail system around 
Purgatory Brook. 


Land Use Evaluation 

MVCC is working to incorporate information from federal and _ state 
agencies, as well as local data on subdivisions, into a usable set of overlay 
maps that illustrate converging land uses in the town. We expect that this 
matrix of ecological, recreational, aesthetic and economic indicators will 
establish sustainable criteria tor planning purposes. 


Feedback Participation 

Members of the MVCC have provided input to local. regional and Federal 
agencies on a range of topics. Members have testified on the environmental 
significance of Purgatory Brook, and have partnered with neighboring 
Conservation Commissions to voice concern about issues like the I-93 
expansion project. With regard to regulatory mechanisms prior to the 
subdivision process, we have been working with the Planning Board and 
Selectmen to see ordinances adopted in our zoning that are designed to 
protect properly delineated wetlands, drinking water, and groundwater 
protection areas. 
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Protection 

We continue to work with the Planning Board in the subdivision process 
with the aim of permanently protecting sensitive areas through Open Space 
negotiations. This year a total of 82 acres was permanently protected, 34 
acres of which are classified as crucially important watershed protection 
areas. We work with landowners and Selectmen in accepting gifts of land. 
and this vear the Conservation Commission would especially like to thank 
Mr. Harold Wilkins of Amherst for his parcel of 14 acres of forested land to 
the town. This gift will leave a lasting stand of trees protected in the midst 
of the village. 


Communication and Education 

Thank you to all who dropped by with comments and perspectives during 
our participation at Spring Gala and on Lamson Farm Day. Visit our 
Conservation Website at http://conservation.mont-vernon.nh.us — for 
information on town properties (level of protection, recreational access, 
management status, and permitted uses), for fact sheets on land, water and 
habitat protection to be used as sustainable guides, and for information on 
state programs, including timber harvesting and current use. 








Finally, we offer these wise words from 1962 ( SPNHF, Trees and Shrubs of 
NH) on the issue of competing land use, entitled, “Do Unto Others.”

This is a measure of health, | 
which no thinking person would want to violate. | 
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Public parks and reservations and many of the private lands are open to 
reasonable use and enjoyment but not to abuse. 


Our protective laws are based on the natural rules of the outdoors and mean 
respect for property rights and fair play to others in their enjoyment of the

We cleared the trees in the Western corner. Next year the surface will be cleaned and smoothed. 


The avenue between the maples has been extended and curved through the rear gate. Now we can finish 
laying out and selling Section B. We need to get surface and ledge contours to start designing Section C, 


the area just cleared. 


The maple trees continue to be at risk in sequential years of drought. We experimented with a one time 
watering of some trees with a fire hose, a spray nozzle, a 9,000 gallon tank truck, and a formidable pump 
— a pump that could put the spray at the top of the trees. Garden watering on a grand scale! We now 
know it is feasible. The next step is to research how much water might be needed. 


We continue to install lot boundary markers in existing rows.

If you’ve been by the farm this year then you realize that it’s been a good and a busy year 
for the Lamson Farm Commission. We have been able to accomplish several projects that have 
been in the planning stages for several years. 

The blacksmith shop is up and running thanks to the significant effort of many volunteers 
under the capable supervision of Steve Workman who was our project manager. The forge was lit 
in time for our first blacksmithing demonstration at this year’s Lamson Farm Day. 

We've been hoping for some time to build a shelter over our chicken BBQ pit, even 
though everyone knows that it never rains on Lamson Farm Day.

REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK 


During my tenure as your elected Town Clerk, the office has seen an increase in the total 
transactions processed from 3,250 in 1997 to over 4,500 in 2002 and an increase in revenue’s 
collected from $208,500 to over $345,000. This has been accomplished with no changes in the 
hours the office is opened and less actual hours worked then the previous administration. We have 
also assumed the additional duty of maintaining and printing the voter checklist. 


Thanks to the nearly unanimous support of the townspeople last year at Town Meeting, mail 
notification of motor vehicle registration renewals began with the July renewals. For the six 
months ending in December, over 20% of all motor vehicle registrations were processed via mail. 
As of December, notifications were also sent to dog owners allowing renewals by mail as long as 
the clerk’s office has a valid rabies certificate on file. The result is shorter lines and a decrease in 
the projected hours needed to properly run the office. These changes, along with sensitivity to the 
need to cut spending have prompted the decision to close the office on the last Saturday’s of the 
month and to expand holiday closings. 


Thank you all for your continuing support and suggestions on how we can serve you better.

Report of The School Board Chairman 
2002 Mont Vernon School District 


The year of 2002 has been a year of educational growth and challenges. The 2003/04 budget increases include 
three major areas: 1) Tuition to the Amherst Middle School ; 2) Legal Fees; and 3) Major maintenance issues. 


The school welcomed our Principal, Bob St. Cyr, to his first complete year with Mont Vernon Village School. 


Even with all the maintenance distractions, our new principal has been developing great new educational goals for 
our school. 


At the March, 2002 school district meeting, the board was instructed to establish a Future School Site Committee 
under the provision of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of acquiring land within Mont Vernon suitable for a future school. 
A committee was established and investigated many parcels of land. The Future School Site committee informed 
the Board of two possible parcels. The Board at this time has two board members (Bill O’Brien and Peter King) 
who are following up on these parcels. 


The Village School continues to make great improvement in their scores on the New Hampshire Improvement and 
Assessment Program Testing. Both 3rd and 6" grades scored.above the state average in all subject areas. 
Congratulations to the students, parents and teachers for their continued support in the school’s educational goals. 


The school population continues to maintain slow growth. There were 268 village school students in June, 2002. 
The largest population of Mont Vernon students is in the upper grades (5" and 6") with larger growth in the 
Middle School. The 7" and 8" grade student population increased from 81 students in 2002/03 budget to 86 
students in 2003/04 budget. The Board will continue to watch the fluctuations in the school student population. 


Our budget for legal fees increased from $100.00 (2002 budget) to $10,000.00 (2003 budget) because of a Superior 
Court lawsuit and approximately 3 due process claims. 


We experienced unexpected building problems such as roof leaks and ice dams. Even with these distractions, the 
educational mission of our school continued uninterrupted. Moving classrooms to the Art/Music room while 
repairs were being completed was one of the many experiences the students and teachers went through. A big 
thank you goes out to everyone that helped to develop maintenance plans to bring our school/community building 
to a fantastic facility. 


The Board also continues to watch the high and unpredictable costs associated with Special Education. The Board 
implemented new rigorous procedures in 2002 and now has much better insight into current and future costs. The 
Board receives quarterly reports and therefore can better manage this area of the budget. 


The Mont Vernon PTA provides numerous educational events and fund raising activities which includes many 
documented hours of volunteerism. This volunteerism provides the students with many interesting and exciting 
new ways of learning. 


The Board also appreciates the dedicated support that the community gives to the educational process in our town. 
The community’s support, understanding and life experiences offers our children and grandchildren a wonderful 
and exciting educational opportunity.

SUPERINTENDENT’S ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE MONT VERNON VILLAGE SCHOOL 


In my third annual Superintendent’s report for the Mont Vernon School District, I would like to stress that I continue to 
enjoy and be impressed by the Village School - its school board, students, parents, faculty, and staff - all contribute to the 
spirit of community and all are committed to high quality education for the children of Mont Vernon. After a full year 
with the competent leadership of Principal Bob St. Cyr, the Village School continues to thrive. 


Building Issues 


The year 2002 has been a year in which we have had to address an extraordinary number of building maintenance issues at 
the Village School. The year began with a heating pipe bursting and destroying ceiling, carpeting, and books within the 
school library. Insurance covered much of the loss, but the library was out of service for months. In January, a fan belt in 
the air exchange unit of the Multi Purpose Room malfunctioned and created a smokey distraction but no permanent 
damage to the Village School. In the spring, the school encountered several water quality issues, all of which have been 
resolved. The fall of 2002, again brought several issues related to water and drainage within the building. Near term 
solutions to drawing water away from the building seem to have produced the desired affects of keeping the school dry for 
the time being. The winter brought heavy snows and the effects of ice dams in the building. While efforts to mitigate the 
melting of snow have been successful, in the process we have discovered that portions of the roof may need to be replaced 
and a thorough inspection of the roofing system is in order. The school board over the winter of 2002 - 2003, has 
contemplated the advisability of a comprehensive architectural and engineering study of the Village School. The study, if 
approved by the district voters, would lead to the development of a thorough and detailed plan for the long-term 
maintenance of the building. 


Teachers 


In 2002, teachers continued to implement the Professional Development Master Plan, an SAU-wide plan that requires 
course work and professional developrhent be tied to learner needs and school goals. The faculty remain intent on 
acquiring new skills and knowledge that will lead to improved student learning and enhanced instructional practice. 


In the summer of 2002 the school board reached an agreement with a former teacher whose non-tenured contract was not 
renewed. In order to avoid the possibility of an expensive court proceeding, on the advice of the school board’s insurance 
company, PRIMEX, the decision to settle this dispute was unanimously supported by the members of the board. 


Student Learning 


The faculty of the Village School continue to inspire student learning with their preparation and instruction. In the spring 
of 2002, Mont Vernon students achieved distinction on the NHEIAP tests: sixth graders in every subject area out- 
performed their grade mates throughout New Hampshire by a wide margin (256 to 246). Third graders also performed 
very well in comparison to other New Hampshire third graders, averaging a point differential in scaled scores of 4 (258 
to 254). 


I congratulate all the students who did so well on the NHEIAP tests, and I commend all their teachers, current and past, for 
helping to prepare our students so well. 


Overall, despite the challenges, the Village School continues to operate as a vibrant and caring educational institution. 
The school board and the administration join the faculty and parents in valuing the intellectual and personal development 
of every one of our students.

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MINUTES OF THE 
MONT VERNON SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 


MARCH 15, 2002 


Approximately 100 people gathered in the multipurpose room of the Mont Vernon Village School on March 15, 
2002 at 7:30 p.m. for the annual School District Meeting. 


Moderator Peter Hayden called the meeting to order at 7:30 p.m. and led the voters in the Pledge of Allegiance. 
The Rev. Kathryn Booth of the Mont Vernon Congregational Church gave the Invocation. Mr. Hayden read the 
warrant, and read aloud his rules for proceedings, which were also available for everyone present in handout 
form. The procedures were basically Robert's Rules of order but Mr. Hayden pointed out that he would not 
accept motions to reconsider, and would also not accept amendments to amendments. He also stated that votes 
would be determined by a show of hands. He stated that anyone might challenge his rules now or during the 
meeting. 


Mr. Hayden then introduced the School Board: chairperson David Giulianelli, Pamela Coughlin, Timothy Allen, 
Robert Kent, and Peter King; the Budget Committee: chairperson Dana Murdock, Doug Topliffe, Barbara Millar, 
Randy Smith, Pam Coughlin, and Peter Savage (Dale Miller was also a member but not present); Superintendent 
of SAU #39 Dr. Michael Ananis, Assistant Superintendent Michael Galan, Village School Principal Robert St. 
Cyr, and Special Education Director Kathy Skoglund. 


ARTICLEI To hear the reports of officers, agents and auditors, and to take action with reference 
thereto. 


David Giulianelli moved the article as read. Pam Coughlin seconded. 
The voters passed Article 1. 


ARTICLE2 To see if the school district will vote to create a future school site committee, to be 
comprised of school board members and other citizens of Mont Vernon, as selected by the 
school board. Furthermore, to charge this committee with identifying suitable land within 
Mont Vernon for a future school site. 


David Giulianelli moved the article as read. Pam Coughlin seconded. 


Peter King explained that the article is meant to get a sense whether voters want this committee. 
He was on the space needs committee that planned the most recent addition and found it takes a 
few years to do a good plan. He sees the need for the new school is 5 or 6 years away. 


The voters passed Article 2. 


ARTICLE 3 To see if the school district will vote to create a Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions 
of RSA 35:1, for the purpose of acquiring land within Mont Vernon suitable for a future 
schoo]. Furthermore, to raise and appropriate the sum of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) 
toward this purpose and to name the school board as agents to expend from this fund. 


David Giulianelli moved the article as read. Pam Coughlin seconded. 


Eileen Naber moved to amend the article, to end it after the word "purpose" in the last 
sentence. Bob Naber seconded. 


Eileen explained that this would ensure that the town would authorize the expenditure when a 
specific parcel is found. Peter King spoke against the amendment, stating that he would like to 
see the school board have enough purchasing power to place an option on land. Patty Bemis 
suggested adding "for this purpose only". Eileen responded that a Capital Reserve Fund can only 
be expended for the purpose for which it was created. Tim Allen spoke against the amendment, 
stating that in the case of a narrow window of opportunity to purchase an option it would be best 
for the school board to have the authority take that opportunity, but he suggested requiring a 
unanimous vote of the school board. Steve Wilkins spoke in favor of the amendment, but noted 


that the way the article is written, the school board has the power to purchase land, not just an 
option. 
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The voters opposed the amendment by standing vote: 35 in favor, 49 opposed. 


Tim Allen moved to amend the article by inserting "up to the amount of $20,000 by 
unanimous vote of the school board, for the purpose of placing an option on a piece of 
land" after "fund". Kevin Wilkins seconded. 


Mr. Allen stated that this would provide more restriction on the school board, yet gives them the 
flexibility to place an option. He thinks $20K is an appropriate amount, considering the probable 
cost of a large parcel. Patty Bemis spoke against the amendment, stating that we should have 
confidence in the school board. Selectman Peter Savage spoke against the amendment, noting 
that if someone should offer a parcel for $50K the board wouldn't be able to purchase it, but he 
would like to keep the "unanimous vote" part. 


The voters opposed the amendment. 


Tim Allen moved to amend the article by adding "by unanimous vote of the school board” after 
"fund". Peter Savage seconded. 


Patty Bemis noted that we could miss an opportunity should one person disagree. 
The voters passed the amendment by standing vote: 42 in favor, 39 opposed. 


Annette Immorlica asked what would happen if the school board decided to use a parcel already 
owned by the town. Eileen Naber responded that the fund would be dissolved and we'd decide 
what to do with the money at the next meeting, for instance, put it toward a new school, or use it 
to reduce taxes. Tony Immorlica spoke against the article, stating that it is premature; the 
committee should first assess the need. He also noted that if the school board bought an option 
and the town didn't approve of the parcel, the money would be lost. Linda Foster spoke in favor 
of the article, noting that the town is growing. Peter Savage spoke in favor, noting the amount of 
subdivision activity he has seen at planning board meetings. 


Steve Wilkins asked for data on enrollment, capacity, and projections. Dave Giulianelli 
responded that the current enrollment is 259 and a comfortable capacity is 275, and noted that 
the limiting factor is the current school site's water and sewer capability. Vicky Arico spoke in 
favor, noting that the school is 16 students away from full by comfortable class size standards, 
and 70 students away if pressed to the maximum. She mentioned the support of the planning 
board, the school board and the superintendent's office for putting this article on the warrant. 
Patty Bemis spoke in favor, noting that 70 could possibly happen much sooner than 5-7 years. 
Sherry Porter spoke in favor, and asked for a drop in the growth rate, and also that we build a 
multi-story school. Alan Hazen moved the question, seconded by Peter Savage. The voters 
passed the motion. 


The voters passed Article 3 as amended. 


To see if the school district, pursuant to RSA 189:28-a II, will raise $136,210 to offset the 
general fund deficits in the fiscal years ending June 30, 2001, and June 30, 2002, said deficit 
caused by the unanticipated increase in the number of educationally disabled students 
requiring specialized program placement and other related services. 


David Giulianelli moved the article as read. Pam Coughlin seconded. 


Michael Galan thanked Trustee of Trust Funds Eileen Naber for helping to purchase the 
projector screen and she relayed that thanks to Skendarian Trust #4. 


Mr. Galan explained that if special education costs were not involved, we would not have a 
deficit. $6,300 of the deficit comes from overexpenditure for Amherst Middle School Tuition, 
$117,500 is from out-of-district placements, $6,000 for related services, $6,000 for building 
maintenance. Teacher turnover has helped offset the deficit. Last year's deficit was $89,410 and 
that is added on to this year's. Two special ed students alone added about $53K of unexpected 
expenses, but that will be for this year only. 


ARTICLE 5 
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Mr. Galan noted that we are also getting $107,000 of unanticipated revenue which includes state 
aid for kindergarten, and catastrophic aid to offset the special ed expenses. 


Last year's overexpenditure was not completely covered by appropriations. We did not plan for 
special ed expenses. The deficit represents one dollar of the tax rate increase. We receive 
limited support from the state to handle special ed requirements. 


Al Hazen asked if the federal government would contribute anything toward special ed. Dr. 
Ananis responded that we currently received about 16% toward special ed costs, rather than the 
40% stated by the law. Last year the board was directed to petition the federal government to 
change this. Dr. Ananis reported that the officials responded that they are against fully funding 
special ed. 


Eileen Naber asked why funds were not taken from the Capital Reserve Fund toward building 
maintenance. Mr. Galan responded that there were many building expenditures this year. We 
will be tapping that fund for replacement of doors. 


Erik Will asked what a "no" vote would mean. Mr. Galan stated that it would result in cash flow 
problems and probably lay-offs of staff. We are obligated to pay these expenses. He also 
pointed out that the extra expenses are due to growth. We are mandated to provide 
transportation for special ed students, resulting in an unexpected $42,383 expense. $128,742 is 
the cost of unexpected out-of-district placements. 


Tim Allen noted that the special ed staff are doing a commendable job in keeping special ed 
costs low, and in keeping the board informed. Steve Wilkins asked what assurance taxpayers 
have that these expenses are as low as they can be. Dr. Ananis described the process of 
identifying and serving special ed needs, and noted that we provide adequate service, not the best 
possible. The NH Dept. of Ed. audits the school's procedures and the superintendent's office 
regularly monitors costs, especially high and unexpected costs. He welcomed volunteers to 
participate in the special ed procedural review process. 


Suzanne Will spoke in favor of funding, noting she doesn't want the school to be in danger of 
layoffs. Carol Fortin spoke in favor, and commended the special ed department for revamping 
and improving tracking methods. Kathy Fitzgerald asked if the school board has considered in- 
house programs rather than using out-of-district placement. Dr. Ananis responded that some 
programs cannot be offered in-house. For instance, we don't have the space for students with 
extensive physical needs or psychological emotional needs. 


Barbara Millar noted that not approving this article will not affect the special ed students, but it 
will affect regular students. Patty Bemis stated that we need a statewide joining of school boards 
to hold the federal government accountable, and moved the question. Eileen seconded. The 
voters passed the motion. 


The voters passed Article 4. 


To see what sum of money the school district will vote to raise and appropriate for the 
support of schools, for the salaries of school district officials, and agents, and for the 
payment of statutory obligations of said district; and to authorize the application against 
said appropriation of such sums as are estimated to be received from the state and federal 
government, together with other income, the School Board to certify to the Town Selectmen 
the balance between the estimate revenue and the appropriation to be raised by taxation. 


David Giulianelli moved the article as read. Pam Coughlin seconded. 


Mr. Galan gave a slide presentation on the budget. He showed enrollment history and pointed 
out that growth is coming from move-ins, not births. Student enrollment of elementary and 
middle schools combined is 360. Cost per pupil is $6,734 for 2002-2003. Special ed represents 
the largest budget component 21%, followed closely by Amherst Middle School tuition and 
regular teachers salaries. Special ed represented 51.1% of the major budget increases, followed 
by 14.1% for employee benefits. The tax rate is $15.19, up $1.07 from last year, but the deficit 
adds another dollar on top of that. 


Robert Kent explained that the ratified salary agreement affects four separate line items. He 


explained the negotiation strategy, and our town's salary step schedule. He figures we should be 
9% above state average to be competitive in our region. We are getting good employees, with 
GPAs of at least 3.5 Total salary increase is 5.82% overall. A high percentage of teachers in our 
area retired, which saved us money by replacing them with less experienced teachers. He noted 
a sea Nurse's increase is 3.5%, but that includes an increase of 5 hours per week to her 
schedule. 


Line 10-1100-612-100 Daland Music Account 


David Brooks asked what this line item was. Robert Kent responded that it represents a $70 
annual donation from the Daland Fund. 


Line 10-1210-114-100 Salaries - Instructional Assoc. 


Barbara Millar of the Budget Committee moved to reduced this line to $0, a reduction of 


$11,836. Peter Savage seconded. 


Barbara Millar stated that this is for a general aide who assists in upper elementary classes, not 
required by IEPs, it is one place where the budget committee feels the services could be provided 
by the classroom teacher. Pam Coughlin responded that the aide serves fourteen 4th, 5th and 6th 
graders who need to be watched. Carol Fortin spoke against the amendment, saying that the 
students need the aide to prevent their decline. Lynn Wahle, a special ed teacher in Milford, 
stated that a special ed teacher can't do her job without an aide. Peter Savage spoke in favor of 
the amendment, reminding voters that because of the deficit we are starting out the year with a 
$1 increase already, and this is one of the few places where we have some control. Kim Roberge 
stated a concern that if the students are ignored they might end up being more expensive next 
year. Tom Wahle stated that this aide helps the special ed teacher meet goals of coded students. 


The voters opposed the amendment. 


Line 10-2120-112-100 Salaries 


The budget committee stated that they are in favor of adding the guidance counselor which is 
part of this line item. 


Line 10-2130-113-100 Salary Nurse 
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Peter Savage moved to reduced this line to $28,887, a reduction of $4,605. Barbara Millar 
seconded. 


Mr. Savage stated that the number of hours per week the Nurse works does not need to be 
increased, but her hours could be adjusted to meet the needs. Kim Roberge spoke against the 
amendment, and asked what liability the school has if the nurse isn't there when something 
happens. Principal Robert St. Cyr responded that the Nurse's current hours are 9:30 AM - 2:30 
PM and the students are there from 8:30 AM to 3:00 PM. He would like the nurse from 8:30 - 
2:30. Some IEPs require a full-time Nurse on staff, on hand. he noted that the Nurse also 
teaches about health and safety. 


Carol Fortin spoke against the amendment, stating that there is almost always a student waiting 
for the Nurse first thing in the morning. Barbara Millar spoke against, noting that a nurse 2 days 
a week used to be sufficient, we can't afford this. Tim Allen asked what the impact would be if 
the hours were 8:30 - 1:30 PM. Principal St. Cyr responded that recess is over at 1:15, and that 
is the busiest time, but currently the Nurse often stays until 3 PM taking care of things. She is 
constantly on the phone to parents. 


Patty Bemis asked why we don't have a full-time nurse if an IEP requires it. St. Cyr responded 
that we could be sued. Millar asked why our special ed department would agree to an IEP that 
requires a full-time nurse when we don't have one. St. Cyr responded that we can't discuss it. 
Eileen Naber spoke in favor of the amendment. Carol Fortin noted that children are not allowed 
to leave the school unless they are getting on the bus or a parent has signed them out. 


The voters opposed the amendment. 


Line 10-2220-730-100 New Equipment 


Peter Savage moved to reduce this line to $1,500, a reduction of $500. Barbara Millar seconded. 


Mr. Savage stated that $1,500 is adequate to build the file server the school board has in mind. 
Dave Giulianelli spoke against the amendment, saying that the line has already been reduced 
$1,376 from what it was originally. The $2,000 is for a server and computer for the library, to 
run an NT network and a tape backup. 


The voters opposed the amendment. 


10-2410-115-100 Secretarial Salaries 


Dana Murdock moved to reduce this line by $2,028. Peter Savage seconded. 

Mr. Murdock stated that this reduction represents changing the secretary's hours from 4 to 3 per 
day. When her hours were increase in the past, they went from 2 to 4, without trying to see if 3 
was adequate. 


The voters opposed the amendment. 


Line 10-2900-215-100 Benefits Sped Assts 


Doug Topliffe moved to amend this line to $0, a reduction of $13,860. Peter Savage seconded. 


The school board wanted to offer benefits in order to keep the special ed assistant position 
competitive with surrounding towns. The budget committee finds it unnecessary and not 
required. Carol Fortin spoke against the amendment, noting that even this increase doesn't 
represent full benefits. Kathy Skoglund noted that they spent all last summer trying to find 
employees, the assistants help fulfill IEPs in-house, and the package is not excessive. 


Tim Allen described the process that led to the proposed amount, and showed that it represents 
$90 x 7 people x 22 pay periods. Marilyn Savage asked if these employees are part-timers. 
Galan said they work 32.5 hours/week. 35 hours/week would automatically give them benefits. 
Marilyn spoke in favor of the amendment, noting that these requests snowball. Eileen Naber 
asked if they get $90 regardless of whether they need insurance. Galan responded that 7 people 
would take the health insurance if we offered it. Topliffe added that the budget committee found 
that only 1 person did not currently have insurance, 3 did. Peter Savage asked if those who didn't 
need $90 toward insurance would get it as pay. Tim Allen responded that they allowed for a 
worst-case scenario of covering all 7 employees; eligibility hasn't been addressed yet. 


The voters opposed the amendment by standing vote: 30 in favor, 35 opposed. 


Lines 10-5252-930-000 Transfer to Bldg Mant Fund and 
Line 10-5252-931-000 Transfer to Technology Fund 


ARTICLE 6 
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Eileen Naber stated that she feels these should be warrant articles, not line items in the budget. 


The voters passed Article 5 with an amount of $2,805,609. 

FEDERAL FUNDS: To see if the school district will appropriate special revenue funds for 
the support of Federal Projects as follows: $100,000. Such funds to be self-supporting 
through local, state or federal revenue sources. 


David Giulianelli moved the article as read. Pam Coughlin seconded. 


Scott Foster asked what this article is. Galan responded that it allows us to spend federal grants. 
Peter Savage asked why the word "local" is included. Mr. Galan responded that years ago Gerry 
Griffin suggested keeping that in, in case we got a local donation. Steve Wilkins asked what 
would happen if only $50K came in. Mr. Galan responded that we only spend what comes in. 
Zoe Fimbel asked if the $100,000 was included in the operating budget. Mr. Galan responded 
no, it pays for various federal projects including Title 1, and it doesn't come from taxes. 


ARTICLE 7 


The voters passed Article 6. 
To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. 


Peter Savage moved to change the annual school district meeting to Thursday after town 
meeting. Eileen Naber seconded. 


Mr. Savage stated that Friday is an inconvenient time for people to come out; attendance was 
better when the meeting was on Thursday. Kim Roberge stated that if the PTA didn't provide 
babysitting she wouldn't be there. Dave Giulianelli agreed with trying to promote participation 
but he is unsure whether Thursday would be an improvement; he would like to survey the voters 
to find out what the best day is. Patty Bemis asked why Thursday would be more difficult. 
Sheryl Porter suggested having it on Saturday after the potluck. Zoe Fimbel reminded us that the 
town voted to move the articles part of town meeting to Saturday after election day. Marilyn 
Savage added that the RSAs say the school board sets the date of the school meeting. She would 
like to see it on the same day as town meeting. Laurie Hayden stated that she would not like to 
see the Saturday meeting continue beyond 2003; she predicts less involvement. She noted that 
participation was better when it was more fun, bake sales, coffee, etc., and she urged people to 
invite others to come. She suggested the Moderator conduct a survey. James Henderson spoke 
in support of the amendment, as an experiment. Peter King spoke against, stating that Friday is 


the night no one has plans. The meeting was previously on Thursday and was moved to Friday 
to increase attendance. 


The voters opposed the motion to move school meeting to Thursday. 


Peter Savage moved to direct the school board to conduct a survey to find out the best night 
for school district meeting. Sheryl Porter seconded. 


Kim Roberge asked where the money will come from for copying and postage. Eileen Naber 
suggested putting something in the Amherst Citizen newspaper, which is mailed to all Mont 
Vernon residents. 


The voters passed the motion. 

Peter Savage thanked Dr. Ananis for sending quarterly letters to Congress in regarding to federal 
funding of special ed, and asked if this will continue or if a motion was needed to continue it. 

Dr. Ananis responded that he intends to continue sending letters, although so far the response has 
been against fully funding special ed. 


Dave Giulianelli recognized Robert Kent, who is leaving the school board after six years of 
service. He was presented with a certificate of recognition from the school district. 


Eileen Naber moved to adjourn. Bob Naber seconded. Motion carried.
